1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

though there are references, such as Benayoun et al (US 2003/0228473), that teach 
the use of iridium complexes in the dehydrogenating condensation of SiH/SiOH silicone 
composition, no reference, or combination of references teaches or suggests the 
silicone composition comprising at least one reactive SiH, at least one reactive SiOH 
and catalytic complex C of the instant claims. 

US 2003/0228473 teaches the use of [lrCI(cyclooctene) 2 ]2 and lrCI(CO)(TPP) 2 , among 
other compounds, as curing catalysts for a SiH/SiOH silicone composition, however, US 
2003/0228473 does not teach or suggest the reaction of TPP and [lrCI(cyclooctene) 2 ]2 
or a compound formed from the reaction of TPP and [lrCI(cyclooctene)2]2, hence, US 
2003/0228473 does not teach or suggest a composition comprising the catalytic 
complex C of the instant claims.
